One story that it produced epilepsy 
aud a kind of dancing madness cer­ 
tainly prevailed in the Middle ages. 
This, it was claimed, could be cured by 
special music. Many experiments have 
te e n made as to the effect of these 
Milder bites. 
One distinguished ento­ 
mologist actually allowed various spe­ 
cies of spiders to bite his baud. Some 
of these drew blood, firing ft sensation 
like that of a sharp needle prick. The 
wounds smarted aud Swelled somewhat 
aud itched when rubbed, producing 
Very much the sensation of4 mosquito 
bites, but no permanent iH-effects fol­ 
lowed.
